THE FANATICAL MASSACRE aT SAN MIGUEL. 

New Yorn, Aug. 10—Panama, Aug. 1.—The 
electoral struggle for President of the United 
States of Colombia threatens to precipitate a 
general war and a division of the country. 

A letter from San Miguel in the Star and Her- 
ald of Panama, received to-day, savs of the re- 
cent massacre by Catholic fanatics: In 
their fiendish occupation of applying 
the torch to houses and whatever 
else their whim suggested, amid all 
the continuous cry of Death to foreigners!” 
Death to heretics!” was constantly heard. 
The town remained for three days at the mercy 
of the assailante, and duriug that time all classes 
of crimes were committed, and even those who 
took refuge in the church were threatened with

The President of the Republic has done what he 
could to bring the offenders to punishment, 
but so numerous are they that they cannot be 
dealt with.

Great sorrow and indignation have been ex- 
pressed throughout Central America at the 
events in San Miguel, in which the respectable 
clergy join. 

The foreigners of San Miguel have addressed 
their respective Governments for the purpose of 
making thy Government responsible for losses 
incurred. 

FEARFUL RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 

Panama, Aug..1.—Ono the night of the 6th 
ult. one of the most horrible railroad accidents 
that has ever happened in Chili occurred on the 
Santiago & Valparaiso Railway. As the train 
from Valparaiso was passing over the bridge at 
Limache, that structure gave way, and, with the 
exception of the engine and tender, the whole 
train, containing fifty persons, was precipitated 
into the river below. The lamps were broken 
in the fall, aud, the oil running out, ignited und 
set fire to the larger part of the wreck. Fully 
one-half of the passengers were either crushed 


to death or perished by fire or water. The in- 
vestigation went to show that the ac- 
cident was caused by the weakness 


of the bridge, which was condemned by an engi- 
neer as unsafe several months ago, without any 
measure being taken to remedy it.

A CESSIONBY THE SULTAN TO THE KHEDIVE. 
Panis, July 27.—The Allgemeine Zeitung makes 
some comments on the cession by the Sultana to 
the Khedive of the port of Zeila, and as much of 
the surrounding territory as he desires to annex, 
in consideration of an annual tribute of 15,000 
Turkish lire. Zeila, situated at the sxtremity of 
a peninsula on the Somalia coast, has 5,000 in- 
habitants. Although in Africa, it was always 
considered a dependency of Yemen; but, on 
Mehemet Ali occupying the latter, the payment 
of tribute ceased. On the Turks reoccupying 
Hadeida sod Mocha, a Mocha merchant was 
nominated Governor of Zeila, paying 800 lire an- 
nually to the Governor of Hudeida ; but his exaoc- 
tions caused the port to be deserted. About 
1848, Schen Markab, a Somala merchant, became 
Governor. He being an English subject, his 
ships hoisted the British flag, and the place 
grew in nce. Last year the Khedive 
sent a vessel to blockade the neighboring port 
of Berbera, but desisted, not wishing to come in 
conflict with the English Government. The in- 
terior of country is under several Chiefs, 
the English Governor at Aden exer- 
cises great influence ; and the future of these 
rich districts, which produce coffee, gum, ivory, 
wool, etc., depends on the relations of Egypt 
and England. They are likely, in the hands of 
the Khedive, to make extraordinary advances, 
and whether Abyssinia, now more closely than 
ever encircled by his dominions, will retain ite 
independence, 1% very doubtful, especially as 
England in 1869 destroyea the only germ in it 
possessing any vitality.

THE BLACK HILAS. 


A Highly-Colored Yarn to Delude the 
Credulous. 
CuErn Wr., 4=g. 10.—Gen. Crook and 
Col. Stanton returned here tu-day from the Black 
Hills.

There is 
an abuandance of water and also timber 
for building, but the pine is not of the highest 
merchantable quality. A town called Stonewall 
had been laid out on Custer's Guich, in the vi- 
cinity of which some rich diggings are located. 
The whole country ia well adapted to grazing 
and farming. Troops are now en route to estab- 
lish a temporary post near Stonewall for the 
purpose of keeping out the miners.

Now, England bears to Germany, in respect 

to preparation, the same relation that a pro- 
fessional heavy-weight prize-fighter bears to 
an ordinary citizen who knows nothing of the 
“manly attof self-defense.” Germany isa na- 
tion of warriors. Every man between 20 and 
45 years of age is a trained fighter. Germany 
has 2,000,000 of disciplined: men who have 
fought in two wars ; England has not 100,000 
disciplined men, and the Fortnightly declares 
that she can spare bat 40,000 men sufficiently 
drilled to be fit to send into Belgium or 
France. England is rich, but Germany 1s 
economical. Great Britain has but three- 
fourths the population of Germany, and 
therefore is not a match in any event. Ger- 
many has grown. to be a military empire, 
where every able-bodied man is a veteran 
soldier; England is a commercial nation. 
Germany is constantly studying the art of 
war; England is studying the art of making 
money. Germany has a force of 450,000 
young men in her training school of arms, 
ready for the field at a day’s notice. Behind 
this force undergoing instruction she has a 
million and a half of grim warriors who have 
graduated in the art of war, who can be sum- 
moned into the field at whatever numbers the 
war may require to instantly overpower and 
crush the enemy. 
Against this irresistible power the Fort- 
nightly and other British authorities confess 
that England can do nothing; that, in fact, 
she has not trained soldiers enough who can 
be spared from home to meet one single 
army corps of the twenty-four Germany pos- 
sesses | 

To be sure, England has 100,000 volunteers, 
but they are exclusively home-guards, and 
utterly unfit as an army of invasion to cope 
with a German army on the Continent. Be- 
sides, they are under no obligation to cross 
the Channel in search of a fight, and are 
quite unlikely to do it. With such an enor- 
mous disparity of prepared force, England is 
no match whatever for Germany, and every 
English military man freely acknowledges it. 
No English journal has denied the statements 
or conclusions of the Vortnightly Magazine 
article on which we commented. 

The natural courage and tenacity of the 
British race have not deteriorated or weak- 
ened, but the people are uninstructed in the 
art of war, are unfamiliar with arms, and 
ignorant of the soldier's trade; while Ger- 
many is a great nation of veterans armed to 
the teeth, completely equipped, and ready to 
march to the front at the tap of the drum.

There is only one way in which England 
can regain her military standing and prestige 
in Europe, and that way is to adopt the Ger- 
man military system and put all her young 
men in training in the three Kingdoms; give 
them a thorough military education and dis- 
cipline, such as all Germans have received; 
and at the end of a generation England will 
have a force of men competent to fight the 
Germans on equal terms. She will then 
amount to something as an ally of France or 
a guarantee of the independence of Belgium 
and Holland. Her menace will then carry 
weight; her protest will be respected ; her 
arguments will then be convincing. And 
when the British lion roars, the other animals 
of the forest will, as of yore, tremble and 
hide; but at present the British lion has 
neither claws nor teeth which he dare ven- 
ture to flesh in his Teutonic rival. 


THE COURT-HOUSE BUILDING. 

The Common Council, in its last meeting, 
seems to have been actuated by exceptionally 
judicious motives. It not only provided for 
the collection of city taxes according to law, 
which it ought to have done, however, last 
year, byt it adopted the most sensible pro- 
gramme it could under the circumstances rel- 
ative to the erection of the city’s portion of 
the Court-House building.

A resident of Rochester, N. Y., has written 
a letter to a gentleman in this city describing 
the manner in which a street was paved in 
that city, which has proved to be a delight- 
ful pavement, and is thought to be of the 
most durable nature. There was first a fill- 
ing of 9 inches of stone, one stone overlap- 
ping another, something like shingles. 
This farnished the foundation, on which 
was put 6 inches’ depth of the 
Macadam stone, broken in the size of a large 
egg; the spaces were filled with sand and 
packed down, and then another layer of 
Macadam stone was put down about 3 
inches in depth, and of a smaller size. This 
was then packed by a steam roller, weighing 
about 20 tons, for several days. After that, 
a heavy coating of tar and sand was put 
down, and this was rolled and packed. This 
completes the pavement, which is now de- 
scribed as being hard as a rock and smooth 
asa floor. It isa modification of the old 
Macadam process, and it would seem from 
the description that the pavement is a model 
one. We hope it may prove to be so. Unless 
there is a decided improvement in the man- 
ner of laying the wooden pavements, Chi- 
cago will be sadly in need of a different kind 
of street pavement, and we hope one may be 
discovered that will unite durability with a 
pleasant and comparatively noiseless char- 
acter. - 


POWER OF ENGLAND AND GERMANY. 

Our readers have not failed to notice a very 
interesting and ably written letter from Lon- 
don, which appeared in Taz TA UNA of 
Saturday last, communicated to this paper by 
Mr. Honace Wurrx, who is so well known to 
its readers. The letter was mainly devoted 
to an article which appeared in Tux Cuicaco 
Turner of June 28, entitled The Decline of 
an Empire.” Concerning this article, Mr. 
WHITE says: 

I have not the article of the Fortwightly Review be- 
fore me which furnished the text for Tax Taisone’s 
argument that Great Britain is in a decline as a Euro- 
pean Power, but, as I recollect it, the drift was very 
much as if one had said at the outbreak of the Rebell- 
ion that, if the South should seize the forts, arsenals, 
and navy-yards within her limits, the Government 
could not put 40,000 soldiers into the feild to prevent 
it. Such statements were made, and were perfectly 
trum, yet the fact did not prevent the Government 
from subsequently raising 2,000,000 men to recover the 
captured property. The Fortnightiy said that if Ger- 
many should resume her threatening attitude toward 
France and Belgiam, and should make a descent upon 
the latter country, Great Britain would not be able to 
oppose more than 40,000 men to her progress, and 
would be utterly unable to prevent the execution of 
her designs, 

With this text for a theme, Mr. Wurrz 
very ably discusses the relative war-power of 
England and Germany, and seeks to estab- 
lish the fact that the former Kingdom is so 
far from being in a “decline” that it would 
successfully cope with Germany and main- 
tain the neutrality of Belgium against all 
odds. To this conclusion some exceptions 
may be taken. In the first place, the writer 
proceeds under a misapprehension in attrib- 
uting the assertion of the decline of English 
military power to Taz Tn UNA. That asser- 
tion originated with the Wortnightly Renew, 
one of the ablest and most thoughtful of the 
English périodicala. The article in Tux 
Tarom was devoted to a recapitulation of 
the statements set forth by the former, and 
an expression of surprise thereat, so that Mr. 
Waurrz’s dissent is rather with the statements 
ot the Fortnightly than with those of IIIA 
Tamron. He nevertheless has laid down 
a proposition which can be argued in Chica- 
go as well asin London. The. fallacy in his 
argument, it seems to us, lies in this, that 
the parallel which he draws between the 
Northern States at the time of the War of 
the Rebellion does not hold in any respect as 
between Germany and England. When hos- 
tilities broke out between the North and 

South, the two sections were virtually in the 
same state of military unreadiness, and en- 
joyed a similar ignorance of the art of war. 
Neither had a standing army or disciplined 
militia. Both sections had to commence 
operations with crude materials, with volun- 
teers who had never been under fire, who

A LIE ON ITS TRAVELS. 

The Cleveland Leader comes to us with a 
sensational article on the Municipal Debt 
of Chicago.” Its statements are taken from 
the mendacious article of the Chicago Sensa- 
tionalist, whose threat of repudiation is of 
course copied, and the money markets of the 
country warned to beware of lending money 
to Chicago. The Lauder thus sums up the 
situation: That on April 1, 1875, the 
city owed $13,456,000 bonded debt and 
$4,000,000 of floating debt; that since then 
#3,000,000 more have been borrowed, ‘‘ run- 
ning the debt of the city up to $20,535,849, 
about $15,000,335 in excess of the constitu- 
tional limitation.” ‘The same paper, further 
copying from the same sheet, asserts 
that the value of the taxable property 
of the city is but $110,650,275, and that the 
Constitution of Illinois limits the city debt to 
5 per cent of this valuation, or $5,532,513, 
leaving the city with a debt of over $15,000,- 
000 “contracted in flagrant violation of the 
supreme law of the State.” The Leader, fur- 
ther following that print, says that a Wiscon- 
sin court, in which the same question was 
involved, has decided that similar certificates 
were not worth the paper on which they were 
written. Now for the facts: 

I. The debt of the City of Chicago is now 
precisely $13,456,000, the same as it was be- 
fore the fire,—not a dollar more or less. Be- 
cause of the fire and the enormous de- 
struction of taxable property, and be- 
cause of a general change in 1872, under 
the new Constitution, of the Revenue laws, 
and because of ill-ailvised and now 
confessed abortive efforts to collect the con- 
tested portion of the city taxes of 1873 and 
1874, under what courts decide to bea special 
law, there has been a failure to collect por- 
tions of the city revenue when due and in 
time to meet the authorized expendifares. 
The city, therefore, has been compelled, in- 
stead of paying its officers, contractors, and 
meeting other current expenses in cash, to 
issue to them vouchers called certificates of 
indebtedness payable out of the taxes levied 
for that purpose as fast as the same are col- 
lected. The uncollected taxes aggregate 
perhaps from one-third to one-half more than 
the certificates issued in anticipation of them, 
and payable out of them as collected. As 
fast as the taxes are collected the certificates 
are taken up. No new debt has been con- 
tracted ; the city has made noexpenditure, and 
authorized none for which it had not pre- 
viously made an appropriation payable out 
of a tax levied for that purpose. It has, in 
consequence of the non-collection of taxes 
by the refusal of the Court to give judgment, 
issued certificates, in the nature of orders, on 
the City Treasurer, payable out of the tax 
when collected. The amount of these orders 
aggregate about $4,000,000, against which 
the city holds warrants for uncollected taxes 
far in excess of them. 

2. The State assessment of taxable proper- 
ty in the City of Chicago for 1875 is not yet 
completed. The assessment of 1874, which 
governs the question of debt, was in excess 
of $225,000,000. The city debt of $13,460,- 
000 was in existence before the adoption of 
the constitutional limit, and, though it is 
only slightly in excess of that limit, it is 
wholly unaffected by it, except that it eannot 
be increased. 

. The story of the Cleveland paper, found- 
ed on the mendacions statement of the Chi- 
cago sheet, that over $15,000,000 had been 
added to the city debt “ in flagrant violation 
of the supreme law of the State,” is wholly 
unfounded in truth; not adollar has been 
added to that debt since 1871. The city cer- 
tificates, or orders on the Treasurer to be 
paid out of the uncollected taxes, will be paid 
out of those taxes as they are colleétéd. The 
city having adopted the State machinery for 
the collection of taxes, there will be no ar- 
rearages in the future. 

4. The story of Srornzy, that a Wisconsin 
court had rendered a decision in a case where 
the same question was involved, that orders 
on the Treasury to be paid out of taxes 
actually levied, when such taxes were col- 
lected, ‘‘ were not worth the paper on which 
they were wiitten,” is a myth. No case of 
the kind has ever been presented to a court 
in Wisconsin, and no such court has ren- 
dered any such decision. The advice of the 
Cleveland Leader and its Chicago authority, 
that no man give credit to or accept such 
certificates, is like all gratuitous legal ad- 
vice, weak, and, under the circumstances, 


them. If he can show them how to grow 
larger crops or cattle, or get larger prices, to 
make their soil ‘more fertile or to guard 
against the dangers which always threaten 
the farmer, they will listen to him gladly.

Great Excitement Over the Seduction 
of a White Girl by a Negro. 
New York Times, Aug. 7. 

The Town-Hall at Babylon, Long Island, was 
densely crowded yesterday at the examination in 
the case of the negro Chauncey Brewster, who is 
charged with seduci Liewella Conklin, the 
adopted daughter of Mrs. Dora Balcher, a widow 
lady residing in Deer Park at that village.

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THE CALUMET FEEDER. 
WHY IT SHOULD BE DAMMED. 

Tun Taru published last week an account 
of the damage done to the crops in that part of 
Worth and Palos which borders on the Feeder, 
and also gave the story of the farmers, who laid 
all the blame on the shoulders of the Canal 
Commissioners, who, by throwing a dam across 
the feeder a few miles east of the canal, had so 
backed the water as to eause it to flood their 
fields. The following letter from the General 
Superintendent of the Canal gives some facts 
on the other side: ’ 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune :

The writer of that article might just as well charge 
the Canal Commissioners with the high water at La- 
Salle on the Iljinois River, and with more reason, for 
in the case of the Feeder it is not now, nor ever was, a 
river.

water, It was never constructed for a drain for that

they never paid a cent, and to the use of which they 
have been made welcome. But the City of Chicago, 
while making the deep cut, was obliged to dam the 
west end up and keep it so, and no one ever doubted 
their right to do so, After the city got thro some 
to me unknown broke the dam, and let the 
- floods run down iuto the deep cut at the Sa 
bridge. I against the trespass, and open 
a ce with the Highway Commissioners of 
the Town of Palos and with ther Supervisor, and 
finally made an t with them by which I 
was to putin 4 trunk, with a gate sufficient to 
pass all water except in the bresking up in spring 
when the frost was coming out of the ground, and the 
damage to the canal was principally done. I carried 
out the agreement on my part, and put the gate into 
their hands; but no sooner were our backs turned, 
than some one tore the trunk and dam all out again. 
I spoke to the Supervisor about their want of good 
faith in the matter, but could get no further satisfac- 
tion, Just before the breaking up of winter each year 
I have rebuilt the dam, as it was my duty to do, in or- 


der to protect the canal. 

The people in Palos and Worth have no more busi- 
ness to meddie with the feeder now than they had be- 
fore the deep cut was made, and I assure you and the 
public that the Canal Co ners cannot keep the 
deep cut of the Illinois & Canal open for 
na on or drainage if the towns of Palos and 
Wo of Jefferson and Cicero, and all the rest of 
mankind, are to be allowed to centre the drainage of 
one, two, or more towns into it. As it is, the com- 
merce of the country wants and expects the canal for 
the purpose of navigation, and the City of Chicago ex-

In addition to what Mr. Tnomas says, it may 
be stated that when the canal was originally dug, 
the engineers, for the purpose of insuring a con- 
stant supply of water, threw a 10-foot dam across 
Stony Creek, pear Blue Island, and then dug 
from the headwaters of that stream, in the Town 
of Worth, a ditch due westward to the canal. 
This excavation rans through a depression called 
the Sag, and occupies the bed of what was once 
a stream or ba vou, connecting the lake and the 
Desplaines. This ditch was dug dy the State, 
and belonged to it. 

When the canal was deepened, and it no longer 
depended on the feeder for water, drawing its 
supply from Lake Michigan instead, the Board 
of Public Works, representing Chicago, which 
had a lien on the canal, threw a dam across the 
feeder near the Palos line in order to prevent 
the washing of dirt or flowing of water into the 
canal, The first made obstractions, which had 
to be removed by expensive dredging, and the 
second interfered with the flow from the Chicago 
River southward. This action was all the more 
necessary since the people of Worth and Palos 
were beginning to where they had not 
sowed, by utilizing a ditch they had not dug, 
and by running north and south drains into the 
feeder, which consequen ys full.

nent, and the bodies of the spinarettes 
are hard. Upon each side of the abdomen 
ou top ae two large horns, the forward 
horn being about twice as high asthe other. 
There isin the middle of the upper surface of 
the abdomen a large triangular field of bright. 
metallie greca and gold epots, very brilhant, and 
flashing in the sunlight. This spider has the 
usual eight legs, the third pair very small, the 
two forward pair horned, under the glass, and 
dark brown, and the posterior pair very long, 
amber-colored, and smooth. All the legs are 
hard, and very highly finished, having a vitrified 

pearance. The whole length of this spider is 
about 5-16 of an inch. I have never seen a 
hard, three-cornered spider, whose sbell clatters 
when he walks, before, and the creature struck 
me as odd. /If it is anything unusual I will send 
it with pleasure to some person who is sufficient- 
ly up on spiders to put it on recordin good 
shape.

- HE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The regular week? m of the Board of 
Health was not held y y, for the reason 
that no quorum could be secured. The Sanitary 
Buperintendent's report shows that during last 
week there were 185 deaths, a decrease of 90 
from that of the preceding week, and a decrease 
of 112 from the corresponding week of last year. 
Of the 185, there were 96 under 1 year and 
tween laod2 years of age, making 136 deaths 
among the infants. This is nearly fourths 
of the entire number. And deducting also the 
13 deaths between the ages of 2 and 20, there re- 
main but 36 deaths of adults for the week, a 
very small adult death rate. The males were 88 
and the females 97; 156 were single and 30 were 
married, and four were colored. 

The causes of death were mainly cholera in- 
fantum. which destroyed 65; convulsions, 18; 
inanition, 10; dysentery, 9; consumption, 8; 
diarrhea, 7; teething. 4; scarlet fever, 2. 

The warmest day of the week was Thursday, 
with the thermometer at 74 degrees. The aver- 
age temperature was 68. 

The Health Officer’s report made the usual 
showing, and called especial attention to the im- 
proved condition of the slanghtering-houses in 
the southwestern portion of the city.
